Britons Are Holding All 
Important Positions in the 
Face of Desperate Counter 


Attacks — German Casual- 
ties Very Heavy. 


New ‘York, October 4.—-(By the Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The anticipated renewal 
of Field Marshal Haig’s big offensive 
in Flanders has begun, and all ‘the ob- 
jectives of the first day have been 
won and held. 

As in the preéeding attacks, the lat- 
est one was timed to the minute. The 
British forces at the given signal at 
daylight swarmed from their trenches 
over ground that had been harrowed 
by myriads of shells from the great 
array of artillery and all along the 
front of more than eight miles, from 
south of Tower Hamlets to the north 
of Langemarck they made notable new 
@ains of terrain, inflicted heavy cas- 
ualtiés on the Germans while them- 
selves. suffering. slight losses and took 
many prisoners, large numbers of 
whom gladly surrendered in order to 
reach a haven of safety from the mael- 
strom. 

The attack was delivered with afl 
the dash of previous offensives and 
swiftly and surely the Britishers, not- 
withstanding heavy counter attacks at 
various points, took positions that had 
been marked -out for them, some of 
them to a depth of more than a mile. 
The main ridge of the heights running 
north and south to the east of Ypres, 
which affords a dominating point for 
the launching of future attacas, is 
nearly all in the hands of the British- 
ers and at several points the Ostend- 
Lille raitway now is virtuafly within 
the range of Haig’s guns. 


OVER 3,000 PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY BRITONS. 


More than 3,000 German prisoners 
had been passed behind the lines when 
the latest official communication con- 
cerning the day’s fighting was sent 
and many others were being gathered 
in. 

Especially bitter fighting occurred to 
the east of Zonnebeke, the nearest 
point of approach to the railway line 
which connects Ostend, Zebrugge and 
other northern points of supply with 
the German line to the south. The 
efforts of the Germans to stay the 
British here were fruitless, however, 
as likewise were their efforts further 
north in the region of Polecapelle, 
where the British gained ground to 
a depth of about two-thirds of a mile. 

There has been no cessation in the 
extremely violent artillery duel be- 
tween the French and the Germans on 
the west bank of the Meuse river in 
the Verdun sector. The Germans have 


-mmade another infantry attack against 


the Freneh north of Hill 344, in this 
region, but again were repulsed with 
heavy casualties. 

Near Jacobstadt, which lies midway 
between Riga and Dvinsk, on the 
northern Russian front, a big battle 
apparently is being prepared for. Here 
Petrograd reports an intense artillery 
duel in progress, which probably indi- 
cates that the Germans are seeking to 
pave the way for an attempt to cross 
the Dvina river. To the south, the 
Germans again are endeavoring to fra- 
ternize with the § Russians, 
them to come out of their trenches. The 
Russians, however, are answering the 
enemy by firing upon them. 

In the Austro-lItalian theater General 
Cadorna’s forces have been forced to 
sustain further heavy counter attacks 
from the Austrians on the slopes of 
Monte San Gabriele, near Gorizia. The 
like similar ones deliveres 
during the last week, came to naught 
under the fire of the Italian artillery 
and rifle fire.

TEUTONS CAPTURE 
3 AMERICAN SHIPS 
IN SOUTHERN SEAS 


After the Raider Seeadler 
Stranded on Mopeha Is- 
land, Teuton Crew Seized 
French Ship and Started 
Out Again. 


SEEADLER’S PRISONERS 
MAROONED ON ISLAND 


In Great Need of Food and 
Water—American Vessels 
Sunk Were the Slade, A. B. 
Johnson and Manila. 


Washington, October 4.—Two Gers 
man commerce raiders, manned by the 
crew of the famous Seeadler, which, it 
now develops, stranded on Mopeha Is- 
land, in the south Pacific, after roam- 
ing the seas for seven months preying 
upon American and allied shipping, are 
operating somewhere in the south seas, 
occording to a report received tonight 
at the navy department from the come 
mander of the naval station at Tutuila, 
Samoan Islands. 

The dispatch transmitting the story 
of Captain Hador Smith, of the Amertie- 
can schooner C. Slade, one of the Seead- 
ler’s victims, was sent on September 
29, several weeks after the new raid- 
er left Mopeha Island, where they had 
been captured by the Germans. The- 
first put to sea on August 21, and the 
other on September 5, and it probably 
was their operations which led to re- 
cent reports of raiders im the Pacific.

the Seeadler had added the Americas 
schooners A. B. Johnson, Manila and 
Slade to the list of at least twelve al- 
lied vessels which she sank early this 
Year in the’ South Atlantic ocean.

The com~any 
remained there until August 21, when 
the Seeadler’s commander, accompanied 
by three officers and two men, put to 
sea in a motor sloop with machine 
rifles, bombs and about two 
months’ supplies. 

The remainder of the crew stayed on 
the island until September 5, when the 
French Schooner Lutece, bound out of 
Society Islands, arrived at 
Mopeha and was seized.

17. The schooner was destroyed by 
burning and the entire crew were 
taken aboard the raider. 
Raiders in Motor Sloop. 

“Smith further states that the Seead- 
ler captured on June 14 the American 
schooner A, B. Johnson and on July 8 
the American schoner Manila. The Ma- 
nila was destroyed by dynamite after 
which the Seeadler proceeded to Mo- 
peha Island, the westward island of 
the Society group, arriving there July 
31. On August 2 the Seeadler strand- 
ed and was abandoned as a total loss. 
The commanding officer of the Sebad- 
ler left August 21 in a motor sloop 
with machine guns, rifles, bombs and 
about two months’ supplies, accompa- 
nied by three officers and two men. 

“On September 5 the French schoon- 
er Lutece, bound out of Tahiti, Society 
Islands, arrived at Mopeha and was 
captured by the remainder of the 
Seeadler’s crew who immediately left 
on the schooner with machine guns, 
supplies, rifles and bomba, leaving be- 
hind them 27 white men and 17 native 
prisoners, from the Seeadler, marooned 
on Mopeha Island: These men are in 
great need of food and water.” 

First news ‘that the Seeadler has 
slipped past the British cordon in the 
North sea and was preying on shipping 
in the Atlantic came on April 1, last, 
in dispatches from Rio Janeiro, giving 
the names of twelve allied craft, sail 
and steam, that she had destroyed. 
Word of the sinkings was carried to 
the Brazilian port by the French bark 
Cambronne, which was sent there by 
the Seeadler with the crews of the de- 
stroyed ships. 

Passed as Norwegian Ship. 

According to some of the survivors, 
the Seeadler’s master said he left Ger- 
many on December 32 and passed as a 
Norwegian sailing ship, The Seeadler 
had three masts and was equipped with 
a powerful auxiliary engine. She car- 
ried two guns of 105 millimeters and 
16 machine guns, with a crew of sixty- 
four, under command of Count Ukner. 
The vessel also was equipped with a 
powerful wireless concealed in the rig- 
ging. 

The raider flew the. Norwegian flag 
until close to her intended victims, 
when her sails were lowered, the Ger- 
man flag run up and fire opened with 
machine guns. Raiding parties board- 
ed the ships, transferred the crews and 
papers and then sank the prizes with 
bombs. 

One report among the survivors at 
Rio Janeiro was that the Seeadler was 
the captured American bark Pass, of 
Balmaha, of 1,677 tons, which was 
taken into Cuxhaven by a German prize 
crew in August, 1915, while on a voyage 
from New York to Arvhangel with 5,000 
bales of cotton, 

She was first held up by a British 
cruiser, which placed a prize crew on 
board. Subsequently, a German sub- 
marine overhauled the bark and sent a 
prize crew on her. The Germans did 
not know there was a British prize 
crew aboard, they said, until the Eng- 
lishmen were discovered in hiding. The 
vessel was confiscated by a German 
prize court because she was carrying 
contraband to an enemy country.

Both of these men were in the second 
call and were notified to be present’ for 
the movement to the camp. Mclver, 
it is alleged, reported to the exemp- 
tion board after he had been notified, 
and declared that he wduld be on hand. 
Instead of reporting, however, at the 
appointed hour, he left the county, it 


is said, his arrest as a deserter being 
made in Madison county. 

Frank Ralley, the other deserter, 
was arrested by the Banks sheriff at 
Camp Gordon, where he has been serv- 
ing as a carpenter in the construction 
force for several weeks. Every day 
he has been working within a stone's 
throw of the receiving station, and has 
seen the boys of his county in the na- 
tiomal army pass and repass in their 
training routine. He declared that he 
thought he could step into the receiving 
station at any time when he had com- 
pleted his work, and that it would be 
satisfactory with the government. 

A number of men from various sec- 
tions who failed to report to their local 
boards are being delivered almost daily 
to the military authorities by the civi) 
authorities, and the court-martial is 
reaching these as rapidly as practi- 
cable. No decisions in such cases have 
as yet, however, been made public.

GERMAN LINE PIERCED 
TO DEPTH OF A MILE. 


British Front in France and _  Bel- 
gium, October 4.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Field Marshal Haig’s forces 
in the offensive begun to the east of 
Ypres this morning in some places 
have penetrated the German lines to a 
depth of one mile and have overrun 
the crest of the Passchendaele-Ghelu- 
velt ridge. At an early hour the Ger- 


mans were surrendering by hundreds. 

Th British already have penetrated 
well beyond the Hamlet of Brood- 
seinde, in which lie the crossroads 
formed by the highways between 
Zonnebeke and Moorsied and Passchen- 
daele and Beclaire. Further to the 
south Cameron Covert, where there 
had been hard fighting, was left well 
in the rear. 

Today’s battle was along strong- 
holds which comprised the crucially 
important system of German defenses 
along the Passchendaele-Gheluvelt 
ridge. 

The northern wing of the onrushing 
British troops was battling forward 
this morning within a short distance of 
Poelcappelle. It had a footing on the 
famous Uravenstafel ridge, which juts 
out from the Passchenaaele ridge tv 
the west, and had crushed througn the 
Zonnebeke-Broodseinde ridge, which 
is an integral part of the lasschen- 
daele-Gheluvelt chain. 

Between the village of Broodseinde, 
on the north, and Noordenhoek, more 
than a mile to the south, the British 
are holding the crest of the ridge in 
the face of heavy counter atlacks. 

Prisoners are coming im much more 
rapidly and in greater numbers than 
in the last push. 

Everywhere the British have done 
splendidly in one of the most preten- 
tious offensives attempted on_ this 
front. The attack was launched un- 
der heavy clouds and with a mist fol- 
lowing a night drizzle. 

An unusual] feature of the battle 
was that near Zonnebeke where three 
German divisions which had been or- 
dered to retake positions captured by | 
the British last week were caught in/ 
the British barrage as they were pre- 
paring to advance. 

At 10 o'clock the battle was still 
raging furiously. It was apparent that 
the Germans would use every means to 
retake this invaluable territory and 
determined counter attacks were ex- 
pected.

Berlin, October 4.—The German ver- 
sion of the battle in Flanders as re- 
ported in the supplementary state- 
ment issued from German headquar- 
ters tonight, is as follows:

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INSURANCE BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Carries a Provision Raising 
Pershing and Bliss to Rank 
of General — $10,000 Maxi- 
mum Insurance. 


Washington, October 4.—With the 
$10,000 maximum insurance plan re- 
Stored, as urged by the administration, 
and with an additional provision rais- 
ing Major General Pershing, command- 
ing the American forces in France, and 
Major General Bligs, chief of staff, to 
the rank of general, the soldiers’ and 


sailors’ insurance bill, carrying an ap-|- 


propriation of $176,000,000, was passed 


tonight by the senate by a vote of 


71 to 0. 

The bill was at once sent to confer- 
ence, where prompt agreement is ex- 
pected. 

An amendment by Senator Smoot, 
adopted 37 to 33, provides that $25 a 
month shall be paid widows of civil 
war and Spanish-American veterans, 


as well as to the widows of men who 
may be killed in the present war. This 
will mean an increased cost to the gov- 
ernment of $3,500,000 annually and an 
advance of $15 a month to 4,141 Spanish 
war widows and $5 a month to 48,544 
civil war widows. 
Other amendments offered by \the 
Utah senator ‘authorizing the bureau 
of war risk insurance after the war to 
turn over to life insurance companies 
at goV¥ernment expense policies held by 
soldiers and sailors, and providing for 
the payment of $100 a month to men 
permanently incapacitated because of 
wounds or diseage, were rejected. 
Reductions were made by the senate 
in the house provisions for compensa- 
tion paid for death or disability of sol- 
diers and sailors or members of the 
army and navy nurse corps... Under 
the bill as it now stands a widow would 
receive $25 a month, compared to $35 
fixed by the house, while a widow with 
two children would receive $47.50, a 
reduction of $5. The other sections of 
the house bill were accepted with only 
minor changes, with the exception of 
the insurance section, in which was 
inserted a provision which permits a 
soldier not later than five years after 
the war ends to convert his insurance, 
without medical examination, into any 
other form of insurance he may fre- 
quest. 
A proposal of the senate finance 
committee to reduce the maximum 
amount of insurance allowed to each 
soldier from $10,000 as passed by the 
house to $7,500, was rejected by a vete 
of 40 to 16. 
Allowances to dependents of men at 
the front range from $15 a month for a 
wife to $32.50 for a wife and two chil- 


dren and $5 more for each additional 


child. One-half of each man’s pay is 
to be retained by the government for 
dependents, or if there are none, to be 
paid to the man with interest on his 
discharge or to his heirs in event of 
his death. 

Two generals and a number of lieu- 
tenant generals for the war army are 
authorized in an administration meas- 
ure added -to the bill just before it 
passed the senate. There was virtual- 
ly no opposition, and the house is ex- 
pected to accept,the provision without 
objection 

Major General Pershing, command- 
ing the expeditionary forces in France, 
and Major General Bliss, chief of staff, 
will be made generals, and the lieuten- 
ant generalships will go to army corps 
commanders and to high staff officers. 
The titles are for the positions in the 
arm and will not mean permanent ad- 
ve ement in grade for the officers 
horume them.

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VI RIGHTS BIL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Washington, October 4.—The soldiers’ 
and sailors’ civil rights bill was unani- 
ously. passed today by the house. It 
probably will not be taken up in the 
senate until the December session. 

The reyolution offered in the house 
eater by Democratic Leader Kitchin 
to adjourn congress at 3 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon was unanimously adopt- 
ed amid great applause. 


Passage of the house bill permitting 
foreign-built vessels to enter the 
American coastwise trade, excepting 
the Alaskan commerce, ‘is planned by 
capitol leaders. The senate commerce 
committee plans an immediate favor- 
able report and senate approval tomor- 
row or Saturday. 

The conference report on the last -of 


the big war appropriation bills for thig 
session of congress, the $7,258,124,000 
deficiency measure, was adopted by the 
house today after a brief discussion and 
the bill now is ready for the president's 
signature. 


There was but little opposition to the 
bill, which was reported unanimously 
by the judiciary committee and has the 
indorsement of the administration. It 
proposes something in the nature of a 
moratorium for men in the miljtary or 
naval service, safeguarding . them 
against legal judgments by default, 
foreclosures by installment houses or 
building and loan associations, dispos- 
session of dependents by landlords and 
cancellation of life insurance policies.

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PEACE NOW IMPOSSIBLE. — 


At a dinner given in his honor at Buda- 
pest by the Hungarian premier last Wednes- 
day, Count Czernin, the Austria-Hungary 
minister of foreign affairs, made another bid 


for peace. 

Although uttered in tones of bombast and 
grandiloquently phrased, his words clearly 
reveal the war-weariness of his country, its 
eagerness for an ending of the damnable 
business upon which it embarked more than 
three years ago, and the speaker’s own con- 
viction that time is bringing no comfort to 
the central powers, aad that their only hope 
lies in an early peace—the earlier the 
better. 

While the United States is not formally 


at war with Austria-Hungary, nor is that: 


country at war with us, it, like Germany, Is 
exceedingly anxious for the war to end, 
as Maximilian Harden said recently, “‘be- 
fore the American and the German sol- 
diers meet upon the battlefield.” Every re- 
current peace suggestion that has come out 
of the central powers during the last six 
months—since the time that Austria-Hun- 
gary first proposed peace—has made that 
more plain; and all attempts to conceal the 
real truth have been vain attempts. 

But there is nothing in all that our 
enemies have said anent peace that can or 
should be given consideration by the nations 
leagued on the side of democracy. 

Almost every day brings to light new 
evidence of Teutonic intrigue, plotting and 
diplomatic corruptions that is fairly stagger- 
ing in its brazenness and enormity. The 
world’s history does not record its parallel. 
And while this is going on, and at least until 
the extent of it has been ascertained, the 
world will be in no humor to listen to the 
sophists who are pleading for peace without 
renunciation. 

Especially can there be no thought of 
peace among the allies for world freedom 
and civilization while the Hohenzollern heel 
is upon the necks of peoples, such as the 
Belgians; those of northern France, Serbia, 
Galicia, Poland, Rumania and Montenegro. 

And, furthermore, Count Czernin can hope 
for little headway in his peace overtures-so 
long as he couches them in such terms as 
this: 

“We do not seek strength in big 
words, but in our glorious armies, the 
firmness of our alliances, the’ stead-. 
fastness of our people and the wisdom 
of our war aims. We do not demand 
a Utopia. We can neither be bent nor 
destroyed. Conscious of our power, 
and clear as to what we must attain, 
we go our way.” 

The enemies of the Prussian dynasty, 
which completely dominates Austria-Hun- 
gary in this war, likewise do not ‘demand a 
Utopia;” but they do demand human rights 
and life and liberty to pursue happiness 
guaranteed to all of the people of the world. 
That is precisely what they are fighting for, 
and until the enemies of civilization are 
willing to concede those things all peace 
talk is idle chatter. Until those things are 
won the war will continue—it will continue 
until all nations are free, Prussian despot- 
ism stamped into the ground and killed so 
dead that its resurrection in the years to 
come will have been put beyond the pale of 


possibilities. 


SNAKES AS FARMERS’ ALLIES. 


While digging post-holes the other day 
a Lowndes county farmer uncovered a nest 
of young snakes, of a whoily non-poisonous 
species—eighteen in all, so he says—and 
subsequently boasted that he had succeeded 
in killing “every cussed one of ’em.” 

As a “snake story” it was a fairly good 


x. » one, though plausible, assuming that the 


- farmer was reasonably agile; but his “proud 
feat” was not at all to his credit. It was, 
transversely, distinctly to his discredit as a 
wide-awake, progressive farmer. Had he

The wise farmer, when he comes ‘upon a 


snake of a non-poisonous type—and the ven- 
omous ones afe proportionately very rare— 
has no more thought of killing it than he has 
of killing an insectivorous bird. He gives it 
a place among his other rural friends, and, 
in the language of Cowper— 


‘He who hath humanity—forewarned— | 
Will step aside and let the reptile live. 


Writing in The Scientific American re- 
cently, R. W. Shufeldt, of Washington, D. C., 
suggested measures for the protection of our 
harmless snakes. He argues that thousands 
of such snakes are killed every year, and 
that every one so killed is a distinct loss to 
the community in which it had enjoyed life 
at the expense of its and the farmer’s com- 
mon enemies—-the mice, pocket. gophers, 
moles and kindred pests. 

Mr. Shufeldt charges this wasteful 
slaughter to “thoughtless boys,” but thought- 
less men, it is safe to say, are almost equally 
culpable. 

The United States department of agri- 
culture estimates that rodents annually de- 
stroy $100,000,000 worth of cereals alone; 
and. Mr. Shufeldt would protect the snakes 
that feed on these rodents, upon the same 
principle that our laws protect certain birds 
that feed wholly or in large part upon de- 
structive insects. 

He admonishes farmers—and suggests 
laws if necessary—to encourage the presence 
of such vermin-destroying reptiles as the bull 
snake, king smake, chicken snake, garter 
snake, gopher snake, black snake and its 
allies, and the blue racer, averring that they 

re the natural enemies of rats, mice, wea- 


Pris, field mice, moles and kindred pests of 


the field, and that even the smaller snakes 
are useful in destroying young rodents. He 
says, for instance, that “the farmer who 
would establish 125 blue racers on his farm 
would be reasonably sure to have 500 snakes 
before the year was out,” and that “each of 
these could be counted on to eat a field 
mouse a day.” 

It may be that the number of mice he 
allots for the annual rations of each blue 
racer is somewhat overestimated, but there 
is no denying the fact that each snake would 
accomplish much good and be the indirect 
means of conserving much valuable grain 
and forage. It is doubted, too, and upon 
good authority, that the garter snake 
amounts to much as the farmer’s friend, be- 
cause it is not recorded that that species 
of reptile feeds at all upon any variety of 
warm-blooded food; but neither has the gar- 
ter snake any injurious traits chalked against 
him. Any naturalist will give him a pretty 
clean bill. 

The chicken snake, Mr. Shufeldt says, is 
a “much-maligned reptile,” which does not 
eat chickens, but enters the poultry inclos- 
ures solely for the purpose of seeking out 
amd destroying young mice. He also com- 
mends the“moccasin to the friendly consid- 
eration of the farmer, as being a “valiant 
destroyer” of the farmer’s enemies. 

Somehow mankind has an inherent antip- 
athy toward any form of snake; and every 
generation since Adam—with exceptions of 
individuals, of course—has been taught to 
regard any snake per se as the enemy of the 
human race and to “bruise the serpent’s 
head” whenever and wherever occasion 
offers. 

But, all prejudice aside, there is little 
harm in any snake if unmolested, and no pos- 
sible harm in the vast majority of the snake 
species to weigh against the unquestionable 
good that they do; and our Lowndes county 
friend would be better off a year from now 
when he harvests his next year’s crops had 
he, instead of slaughtering his eighteen 
snakes, taken the poet’s advice and “let the 
reptiles live.” ,

BUY AT HOME. 


By encouraging local industries, invest- 
ing their money at home, buying home 
products, the citizens of any community 
may give expression to the highest form of 
home patriotism. Indeed, it has been truth- 
fully said that “loyalty to our own city is 
the test of real patriotism.” 

A citizen fails in his loyalty to his com- 
munity and to himself when he fails to sup 
port those industries upon which the pros- 
perity of his community depends. 

‘ Money that is sent outside in exchange 
for commodities is lost to the community 
whence it is sent. But that by no means 


comprehends the total of injury suffered by 


the home community, assuming, of course, 
that the commodity imported has its coun- 
terpart in a product of local manufacture, 
because-the local manufacturer has propor- 
tionately less demand for his product and 
cen afford, therefore, to employ proportion- 
ately less labor and has proportionately less 
ability to pay wages and taxes, and the 
taxable value of his establishment is propor- 
tionately decreased. 

Thus the community suffers on account 
of the loss of every dollar that is sent away 
for merchandise that could be bought at 
home; and thus the citizen can contribute 
materially to the prosperity of his commu- 
nity by contributing to the success of his 
home town’s industries and the prosperity 
of the local merchants. 

Commercial loyalty, like eharity, should 
begin at home; and insistence upon the part 
of the buying public to supply its needs from 
day to day with commodities of home pro- 
duction or home manufacture, wherever pos- 
sible, and patronage of local dealers in those 
commodities which are not of home origin, 
is really more than home-community service: 
tt is a form of national service, in this day 
when all depends upon co-operation; and in 
reality a means of aiding in the achievement 
of the goal for-which the nation is fighting.

DR. M. ASHBY JONES 
STARTS PASTORATE 
AT ATLANTA €HURCH 


Dr. M. Ashby Jones, new fastor of the 
Ponce de Leon Avenue Baptist church, and 
noted throughout the state as one of the 
south’s most accomplished orators, Wednes- 
day night began his new duties by con- 
ducting prayer meeting services in the 
church, two hours after his arrival in At- 
lanta. ' . .

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CHAPTER 4: G AND H. 


- Guard Duty; Honors; Hygiene 


BY LIEUTENANT COLONEL H. S. WAGNER. 
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GUARD DUTY: 
the work performed by sentinels in protect- 
ing government property and in enforcing 
the orders which are issued by the command- 
ing officer for the peace and security of the 
camp or post. Men are detailed for guard 
by roster and are assigned to various posts 
by the commander of the guard. 

Guard mounting is the ceremony in which 
the men detailed are formed, inspected and 
presented to the officer of the day, who is 
the chief of police for the twenty-four hours 
during which the tour extends; they are 


marched to the guardhouse, where they rey 


lieve the old guard. 

When the guard detail is formed and the 
ceremony of guard mount gone through, the 
cleanest and most soldierly-looking man in 
the ranks is detailed as orderly for the 
commanding officer. He does not walk post, 
but remains at the quarters of the command- 
ing officer, and accompanies him in his 
movements about the camp, and is permitted 
to sleep in his tent or quarters at night. 

This selection ag orderly is sought by 
many soldiers, not only because of the fact 
that they have been chosen as the cleanest 
and most military man in ranks, but also 
for the special privileges which go with it. 
In every company there are men who work 
hard for this honor, and they are known as 
“orderly buckers.” 

A sentinel is bound by orders which are 
classified as especial orders and general or- 
ders. Special orders are those which have 
to do with the particular duties of his post, 
while general orders are applicable to guard 
duty gwenerally. Guard duty is an honorable 
duty and is never imposed as a punishment. 
The careful performance of guard duty in 
time of peace and in camp fits a man for 
the very important outpost duty, which he 
will be called upon to perform in the field. 

HONORS: Whenever the national an- 
them is played at any place where persons 
belonging to the military service are pres- 
ent, all officers and enlisted men not in for- 
mation shall stand ‘at attention facing 
toward the music (except at retreat, when 
they shall face toward the flag). Ifin unif- 
form, covered or uncovered, or in civilfan 
clothes, uncovered, they shall salute at the 
first note of the anthem, retaining the po- 
sition of salute until the last note of the 
anthem. If not in uniform and covered, they 
shall uncover at the first note of the anthem, 
holding the headdress opposite the left 
shoulder atfd so remain until its close, ex- 
cept that in inclement weather the head- 
dress may be slightly raised. 

The same rules apply when to the color 
or to the standard is sounded as when the 
national anthem is played. 

When played by an army band, the na- 
tional anthem shall be played through with- 
out repetition of any part not required to 
be repeated to make it complete. 

The same marks of respect prescribed 
for obedience during the playing of the na- 
tional anthem of the United States shall be 
shown toward the national anthem of any 
other country when plaged upon official 
occasions. | 

The national anthem of the United States 
is “The Star Spangled Banner.” 

HYGIENE: The most successful army, 
as a rule, is the one which is freest from 
disease, and disease can only be reduced 
to its smallest proportions by constant care 
on the part of the enlisted men. Medical 
officers may cure disease after it has been 
disclosed, and may issue orders and régula- 
tions concerning its prevention, but it re- 
mains with the individual soldier to take all 
the necessary steps personally to keep free 
from disease and to avoid contagion, if un- 
fortunately it gets in a command. A strict

long ways toward keeping the individual 
fit, and consequently the organization 
healthy... It must be impressed upon all the 
importance of an abundance of fresh air, 
both day and night; plenty of windows open 
in a seping room are absolutely necessary, 
particularly in dormitories where many men 
are bunked together. ‘A soldier should learn 
that his rest is important and should be 
taken regularly in order to preserve his 
health. He should get eight hours of sleep 
in each twenty-four, with four hours more 
for meals, short rests, change of clothing, 
etc. In the remaining twelve hours he should 
do his work and his play. ‘ 

There will be times, of course, when it 
will not be possible to follow this schedule, 
as in campaign, but the man who has taken 
proper care of himself will be better able to 
etand the hardships of field service than the 
one who has burned the candle at both 
ends. 

Exercise is important; baseball games, 
field sports and other athletic competition 
should be engaged in, and no man should 
be content to merely sit in the bleachers and 
cheer his more strenuous comrades in their 
athletic work. 

Cleanliness of person, clothing and bed- 
ding should become‘a habit with the soldier. 
No organization has any place for an unclean 
man, and if one should by chance get into 
your company he should be reported to the 
first sergeant, who will probably detail a 
squad to give the offender a bat® and, when 
this is properly done with scrubbing brushes 
and sand soap, which are used in euch cases, 
the one lesson will likely be all that that 
particular individual will need. 

While daily baths are not absolutely nec- 
essary) men should be encouraged to take 
them if only for the comfort derived there- 
from, but certainly every one should bathe 
not less than twice a week. 

Underclothing and socks should be 
changed frequently and washed either by 
the individual soldier or by an authorized 
laundry. : | 

Eating and drinking should be done in 
moderation, for no glutton is fit for the 
hardships which devolve upon the soldier. 

More bodily ills arise from tooth neglect 
than from perhaps any other known cause, 
and too much attention cannot be paid toa 
the care of the teeth. They should be 
brushed at least twice a day, in the morning 
and before going to bed at night, and better, 
after each meal. Any tooth trouble should 
be reported immediately to the surgeon, who 
will see that the soldier obtains proper 
dental treatment. 

A great deal of harm is done by careless 
spitting, urination and defecation in im- 
proper places, as disease can be spread 
through these three agencies. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to discuss to 
any length the danger of the habitual and 
excessive use of alcohol. Recent legisla- 
tion has forbidden the sale of intoxicating 
liquor to a soldier in uniform, and also 
making it an offense to even give it. to 
him. 

The use of tobacco is probably the least 
harmful and most general of the so-called 
“bad habits,’’ and all that need be said in 
connection with it is to lay stress upon 
moderation. 

If men will realize the great 
of health, not only to themselves, 
their fellows, more attention will 
to the mattef of personal hygiene.

HEALTH TALKS 


NO ORGANIC TROUBLE. 

So many, many readers who write for 
advice give a more or less illuminating de- 
scription of their ailments and then, assur- 
ing us that they have been told by the doc- 
tor that they have no organic trouble, ask 
that we make an exception of their indi- 
vidual cases and diagnose or prescribe for 
them. 

Every organic disease, so far as our 
knowledge goes, is a functional disturbance 


in the beginning. Sometimes it remains 
functional for a long period, perhaps 


throughout the illness. That is to say, we 
can demonstrate no definite organic change 
by the methods of diagnosis available or ap- 
plied in the examination. Nevertheless, it 
is just as important and just as difficult to 
treat successfully a purely functional dis- 
turbance of health as it is to treat an ill- 
ness in which we are able to determine defi- 
nite organic change. Indeed, the diagnosis 
and treatment of so-called functional troubles 
are even more difficult than the diagnosis 
and treatment of most of the well estab- 
lished organic diseases. 

It should be borne in mind that disease 
is primarily a functional disturbance. A 
symptom is nothing else than altered func- 
tion. Therefore it is a sad mistake to as- 
sume that a disturbance of heart action, of 
digestion or of the nervous system may be 
trifled with or ignored because it seems 
merely functional. When the doctor makes 
*the distinction or tries to make it, he means 
to encourage the patient to persevere in the 
effort to get well. 

We have formerly touched upon the fu- 
tility of assuming that there is any such 
thing as a general “nerve tonic” which is 
at all likely to do any good in a case of 
nervous disease, functional or definitely 
diagnosed. It ie equally unreasonable to 
imagine that there is any remedy, medicinal 
or non-medicinal, which is HMkely to accom- 
Plish anything for digestive disturbance or 
kidney trouble unless the remedy is intel- 
ligently selected to meet the individual re- 
quirements of the case. If such remedies 
or remedial measures really existed it would 
be scarcely necessary for healers to see 
patients at all. 

Cancer, tuberculosis, Bright’s disease, 
heart failure, apoplexy, arteriosclerosis— 
you and I, as well as our friends: and neigh- 
bors, are liable to develop one or another 
of these organic troubles sooner or later. If 
we delude ourselves with the notion that our 
symptoms are purely functional—as_ they 
usually are in the earlier stages of all these 
diseases—then the outlook is going to be 
none too favorable.

Not for This Purpose, De- 
cide Subscribers. | 


Subscribers to the $73,000 emergency 
fund of the public safety committee of 


ing, voted against using this fund for 


the soldiers at Camp Gordon. 

The training camp activities commis- 
sion, Which is a body of citizens, mili- 
tary officials and officials of the state, 
county and city government, heade 
Victor Kriegshaber, as chairman, 


had asked tne public safety commit- 
tee to draw on the emergency fund to 
pay the expenses of this work, which 
approximates $3,500 a month. 

While the public safety committee 
thoroughly indorses and commends to 
the public the work of the training 
camp commission, it has taken the po- 
sition that the emergency fund was 
not for work of that kind. 

_It was originaNv tite idea of the pub- 
lic safety committee that an independ- 
ent fund should be raised for the train- 
ing camp activities in order to keep 
this fund intact to meet emergencies. 

It is probable that a campaign for 
the raising of an independent fund will 
be launched by the training camp com- 
mission, inasmuch as this important 
work is receiving the indorsement of 
the federal government in being con- 
ducted under the advice and supervi- 
sion of the war department. 


Resolutions Are Passed. 


The follawing is a copy of the reso- 
lutions adopted by the public safety 
committee at its meeting Thursday 
morning: 

Whereas, the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, realizing that conditions would arise 
out of the war that would be unusual, did 
create, for the purpose of meeting such 
emergencies, the public safety committee, 
composed of representative citizens; and, 

Whereas, that public safety committee had 
to have @unds for such purposes; and, 

Whereas, the emergency fund of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, which was cre- 
ated to meet emergencies arising out of the 
war and was intended to be used as a guar- 
antee fund in the discretion of the public 
safety committee, giving it a substantial 
credit upon which to base necessary action 
in meeting with such emergencies, and not 
to be advanced or expended, except in case 
of emergencies; and, 

Whereas, the use of this fund as a credit 
with an expenditure of less than $5,000 has 
enabled the public safety committee to se- 
cure and finance enterprises costing the com- 
munity several hundred thousand dollars, 
and worth many millions to Atlanta and the 
state of Georgia; and, 

Whereas, in the opinion of the committee 
the use of the fund should be confined to 
such purposes ard not ueed as a general 
philanthropic fund; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the subscribers to the emer- 
gency fund, in meeting assembled, That after 
due consideration we instruct and auth6rize 
the public safety committee to continue the 
administration of this fund for the purposes 
stated, according to its best judgment. 

We, therefore, recommend that merftorious 
applications to the public for philanthropic 
purposes, when approved by the public safety 
committee, be directed to the public, and 
that the associations directly interested and 
responsible for such enterprises make their 
appeal to the public for funds.

Much Scoring Certain. 

However, we can meet the Tech 
witha fine offensive, and according to 
the old saying, the best defense is a 
good offense, and that may carry us 
through. Give us half a chance to get 
our offense under way and it may be 
a knock-down-and-drag-out scoring 
game, which usually appeals more to 
the spectators than a game in which 
both have defenses too strong to per- 
mit scoring. 

We have switched our offense con- 
siderably. It will do Tech and other 
teams no good to know what we played 
in the past, for with the same backs 
we will give them something entirely 
new. 

For instance, Berry, our great back, 
who only

Having taken on weight he will buck 
the line. As one of the fastest sprint- 
ers in the country and straight-arm 
experts he will again run the ends and 
handle forward passes. -Added to this 
he is the best place and drop-kicker 
in the east and can win games from 
the middle of the field. He also punts 
with the best of them. 


Berry Is Ready. 


Berry is just about right and I pre- 
dict that the Penn team will give him 
enough support to make him trouble- 
some for Tech. A man who can do 
everything has the other team guess- 
ing, for they never know what to ex- 
pect.

when I was busy doping the teams, I 
took it for granted that Rowland would 
play his team that way, and I fig- 
ured the best possible combination was 
McMullin at third and Weaver at short, 
I figured that Weaver was entirely too 
valuable a ball player to be wasted 
at third base, and .that the weakest 
man on an infield belongs at third, 
where he has fewer chances to spill the 
beans. Rowland elected to play Ris- 
berg at short and Weaver at third, and 
he went through the season practically 
with that arrangement, which was not, 
never was and never will be a good 
one, 

It is rather pathetic for Risberg, aft- 
er his troubles and his game struggle 
to make good, to be benched, on the 
eve of the series. It should have been 
done months ago. Kisberg is oing 
to be one of the great stars of the 
Same. But one does not win world’s 
series on futures. The boy is young 
enough to wait for his honors. 

However, the belated change affects 
the figures of both teams. It de- 
creases New York’s figures slightly, 
reduces the pitching worth of the 
Giant staff one and a half per cent, 
and increases the defensive value of 
the White Sox in two positions, besides 
adding thirty-six points to their of- 
fensive value. 


Herzog Hurts Giants. 

Meantime New York has lost forty- 
five more points through the Herzog 
affair. I figure this a straight loss in 
both attack and defense, not because 
of the trouble, but because it reveals 
Herzog’s physical condition. He will 
try all the harder, because of the clash 
between himself and the management, 
but the truth igs Herzog is not up to 
his top form physically either in at- 
tack or defense. 

The long drawn out schedule adopt- 
ed by the National commiasion also 
affects the figures. It reduces the 
value of the sub pitchers and adds to 
the value of the fellows who will do 
the work. 

The last ten days have been very 
pregnant with ee to the fellows 
who follow the game closely. Rowland 
has been working his lheheors into 
condition, and it is evident that he 
ppares upon Cicotte and Faber to win 
the games for him. He has been 
working Faber entirely with a view to 
the series, and the big fellow appears 
to have awakened to the importance 
of hard work at last. He ought to be 
one of the greatest of all pitchers, 
but he has been afflicted by lack of 
ambition and absence of hustle. His 
prep games, however, indicate that he 
is on edge and that he is working 
hard. 

I have not yet completed the pro- 
cess of doping. The end of all dope is 
its application to the games. But 
here ig one prediction: All Faber has 
to do ig to pitch two games and win 
one of them to win the series for the 
White Sox with the open schedule 
adopted, Cicotte can carry the greater 
part of the burden. He can win the 
series with a fifty-fifty break on the 
part of Baber and some help from 
Russell. 

McGraw’s efforts to get his pitching 
Staff ready are not entirely encourag- 
ing. FPerritt has not pitched as if he 
was back to his proper form. He has 
been off color for a long time, and it 
is evident McGraw was trying him 
out to see how he worked. He has 
been tagged in lively fashion, but the 
one sign of promise has been that 
he has had fair control, and has been 
able to stick the ball over and force 
opponents to hit. 

McGraw evidently wants both Benton 
and Perritt in shape, although he will 
rély upon Schupp and Sallee to win. 
He expects them to return the win- 
ning game, and is striving desperate- 
ly to get another pitcher ready to 
win one game out of two starts. 

Perrita,is the logical man for this, 
but, if McGraw is hard pressed and 
Perritt fails to deliver his first game, 
he probably will take a chance with 
Anderson, who has the nerve, the cour- 
age and the stuff to win a game and 
who at present seems to be in a trifle 
better condition than Perritt. 


MeGraw Great General. 


It is necessary, before concluding 
this study of the teams, as compared 
with each other, to compare the man- 
agers. I have tried through this en- 
tire series of articles, to express the 
value of the managers in figures by 
calculating what effect they and their 
methods have upon individual players, 
A Manager may make or break almost 
any player. He affects every man on 
his team. His generalship directly af- 
fects the work of each man. Therefore, 
it is necessary to study the managers 
and their system. 

McGraw is a martinet. His word is 
absolute. He directs practically all 
play from the bench, and he accepts 
the blame for any mistake, and lets 
the credit go to the player. He is a 
man absolutely just and fair, and im- 
partial. He plays no favorites.. He 
“rides” his men to death, drives them, 
_—* and whips them, but he treats 
them all alike, which is the strong 
point. He is merciless in bitter sar- 
casm, but he works for hig team and 
for victory. His methods are not sports- 
manlike nor fair, but they are darned 
effective. In the season he gains much 
by “riding’’ umpires. There is no 
secret that he has the “goats” of the 
majority of umpires. But in a world's 
series, the methods of McGraw are 
not effective. Managers and players 
are oppressed rigidly. The umpires 
possess absolute powers. There is a 
tendency on the part of the American 
league umps to be rather too. strict 
against McGraw. That is, they are 
looking for chances to suppress him. 
This is natural and a penalty he pays 
for his past reputation. 

He is one of the greatest of base- 
ball generals, a marvel at outguessing 
opponents and an artist in the attack- 
ing end of the me. He belleves in 
coneerting. and in. scientific getting 
of runs. e gets more runs per hit 
than any manager, and he plays the 
stages of the game better. ° 


Rowland Enthusiastic Manager. 


Rowland is of an entirely different 
type. He is a great manager of men. 

e gets results because he keeps his 
men working and because they admire 
and love him rather than fear him. On 
the field he is not a good general. 
He is too enthusiastic, and his worst 
fault is in overestimating the ability 
of his own men. He has improved 
wonderfully in the last two years, and 
he has corrected his worst faults. He 
is modest, anxious to give his men 
credit and to take little for himeelf, 
and he is wild to win. Altogether 
Rowland is much the more lovable type 
pf man, but not as successful because 
ot as aggressive.
